It seems particularly appro-
priate this year to take time to
write to my fellow Rivierans on
oceasion of the March of Dimes.

tims, This is the men's ward,
There are other wards — some
filled by women and others by
children, All are being helped
back to health, slowly and pain-
fully, It takes months, some
times years and the cost for
each of us runs from a mini-
mum of $650 to over $1000 a
month; depending on the thera-
py. All of us, men, women and
children, have one thing in com-
mon hesideg tha nalla: Wa have
the National Foundation and
its March of Dimes with us,
Without them there would be
no floor under us. Few can
stand such expense.

On Tuesday night, Jan, 81,
the Mothers of Riviera will
March for the polio fund as
they do each year, It is what
you give that is bringing these
people and myself back to
health.
